Me^^ishi^got its- start in Antioch with 
special meetings conductd by Evangelist 
A. J. Bell in an unoccupied Baptist church. 

-'The first4nvitation given for seekers to 
come to the Mercy Seat was responded to by 
a Mrs. Wray, an aged woman and Mrs. Addie 
Wiliams, then the mother of two small 
children, one of which was often in her arms 
at these meetings," the church historical 
record states.- ,, ".' • 

A long-standing church family grew out of 
those beginnings. The youngsters Mrs. 
Williams tended at those meetings were the 
father and aunt of Betty Lou Williams, who is 
now an active church member. * 

By 1879 a Methodist Church , of about 40 
members was organized and W.F. Atchison 
was appointed pastor^: ■ > ; ' ■■'/'< ■ " 

The same year a Methodist sunday school 
was organized and the first juvenile society, 
the Band of Hope began in 1883.

PROPERTY, FOR TIJE present church 
building was purchased in 1886.

it for people who would drive in with their 
horses and buggies." 

Women wore hats and gloves to church. 
"You just didn't go to church without your 
gloves,*' she added. 

One-half hour before and immediately 
prior to each service, the janitor rang the 
church bell,; which was "quite a job," said 
Mrs. Chase, who is believed to be the longest 
standing living church member. The bell is 
no longer tolled. 

MRS. CltASE fondly recalled- the brightly 
decorated Christmas tree and activities held 
in the church. "Christmas eve was a big 
night, for half the town and the church 
people," she said. Church groups made 
decoa rations Jfor the tree and women 
prepared popcorn and fudge for the children. 

During the pastorate of the Rev. C.W. 
Cle worth, the first parsonage was purchased 
in 1905. The present pastor's home was 
acquired in May, 1955 while the Rev. Howard 
Benson led the church. 

The Rev. E. Lester Stanton began work 



remodeling the parsonage in 1926: "He had a 
new bride and wanted the parsonage fixed up 
nice," she said. 

SPEAKING OF THE many ministers she 
has seen come and go, Mrs. Chase said, "I've 
loved them all as far back as I can remem- 
ber." 

The Wesley Hall educational unit was erec- 
ted in 1951. It is now used for meetings and 
special events. 

As the church and Sunday .school grew, 
more room was needed. A Christian 
Education wing containing seven 
classrooms,. a kitchen, rest rooms, pastor's 
study and the church office was built. 

"The women's society was very strong," 
said Mrs. Fern Watson, who became a chur- 
ch member in 1927 and taught school in An- 
tioch for 32 years. .'■ ;;•> 

THE- ORGANIZATION raised money by 
holding bazaars and penny and ice cream 
socials, she said. 

Still strong, the United Methodist Women, 
now meet in five different circles which 



gather together once a month. 

A Sunday school superintendent for a num- 
ber of years, Mrs. Watson also sang in the 
choir and was president of the women's 
society "two or three times." > 

"The first Ladle's Aid Society meeting was 
held at my grandmother's home,!' said Betty 
Lou Williams, whose grandfather, D.A. 
Williams, was in on the planning of the 
present building. - t - 

Many of the church's early members were 
from New York state, she said. Miss 
Williams recalled her grandmother's stories 
about Indians coming through what is now 
the village. 

ONE DAY an Indian family knocked on her 
grandmother's door seeking milk for a sick 
infant, she said. Although it seems like many 
years ago, it was not really that long ago, she 
added. * 

Like her grandparents, Miss Williams has 
enjoyed church work over the years. She has 
taught sunday school classes for children

Some 6,100 fish were 
caught in 26 hours of elec- 
troshocking as compared to 
4,600 caught during the same 
time period in 1973.

"We did better this time 
around, but in '73 we took 
fish around the Fourth of 
July. It was a very dry sum- 
mer. This time there were 
lower air temperatures and 
lots of rain," he said. The 
rain also may have been 
responsible for flushing the 
Fox-Chain and eliminating 
at least some of its tur- 
bidity," Erickson said. 

Somewhat encouraging is 
the fact that the carp 
population seems somewhat 
less dominant this time 
around, composing about 



14.2 percent of the catch as 
opposed to 16.7 percent in 
1973. Channel catfish, 
another bottom feeder, also 
showed — some— relative 
decline, accounting for only. 
6.5 percent of the catch as 
compared to 8.7 percent in 
1973.

Petite Lake, in particular, 
showed a great im- 
provement, yielding 12 
walleye this year compared 
to none in 1973. Even more 
encouraging is the fact that 
quite a few young of the year 
walleye were found, in- 
dicating reproduction of this 
prized predator. 

More significant than the 
differences in numbers,' 
Erickson said, were con- 
dition factors, which means 
how well fed fish appeared to 
be. "Condition factors seem 
to be improved," he said. 
"They're more filled out . . . 
everything is in average to 
good condition this year." 

The reason for this slight 
improvement in the fishery 
of the Chain is hinged to 
water' quality, Erickson 
believes. Quite possibly, im- 
provements in sewage treat- 
ment and farming practices 
in Wisconsin where the Fox 
River originates have at 
least temporarily halted the 
- carp pond, he said.
